INDIANA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, November 4.—The day was per- 

fect throughout the entire state, clear and crisp, 
and in cities and tuwns generally a legal poliday. 
A prominent feature was the working of the new 
Australian ballot system, curiosity as to its oper- 
ations serving to bring out a large vote which 
otherwise showed symptoms of being apathetic. 
In this city there was a heavy vote early. The 
stringent provisions of the new law prevented any 
considerable crowd from gathering near the polls, 
and the result was that no rows were reported, 
and but few arrests for illegal voting 
were made. Some confusion was caused by 
complications in the manner of preparing the 
tickets, and some will probably be thrown out in 
nearly every precinct, but taken as a whole the 
new system worked satisfactorily. 
CiPresident Harrison and Attorney General Miller 
arrived at 10 o’cloek and were driven to the resi- 
dence of Mr. McKee, the president’s son-in-law, 
when, after a light lunch, they were driven to the 
polling place in the second ward. At 11:30 o’¢lock 
when president entered the room he spoke 
to the judges and clerks severally, shaking hands 
with those he knew personally. Im answertoa 
question as to how long he would remain, he re- 
plied he wauld return to Washington this after- 
noon. When inthe act of returning his ballvt to 
the irispector, one of the judges said: ‘Well, it is 
“Yes,” replied the 
president, “and only counts one.” 

The president’s vote was the 152d that was cast 
in the precinct, and the next man who exercised 
the suffrage was Dan Bressenan, democrat, whose 
vote canceled the president's, as Kressenan voted 
the straight democratic ticket. After depositing 
his ballot, the president returned to the residence 
of Mr. McKee, where he remained until 4:30, when 
he was driven to the station and took the train for 
Washington. During the afternoon a few personal 
or political friends called, and at the train quite a 
crowd had pathered to see him off. 


ILLINOIS. 

OHICAGO, November 4.—The election in this 
city, though hotly contested, passed off very 
quietly. The day opened cool and clear, but the 
Sky became overcast and rain was threatened. 
Later the clouds broke away and the sun again 
appeared. The polls opencd at 6 o'clock and 
closed at4o’clock p.m. Thechief interest cen- 
tered inthe contest for the shrievalty between 
Congressman Frank Lawler, democrat, and James 
HM, Gilbver}, republican. An element of interest 


“was also injected into the contest for the position 
of county superintendent of public schools by the 


candidacy of Mrs. Generai Mulligan, who was the 
democratic nominee. “The little redschoolhouse” 
was the issue. Mrs. Mulligan is a Roman Catholic, 
and her opponent, Albert G. Lane, a protestant, 
and the public school question was used for the 
purpose of turning democratic votes. From 6 to 
8 o’clock the voting was rapid, and sending ma- 
jorities up in the hundreds, but later, when the 
gun began to shine and the air became warmer, 
the republicans began to arrive at the polling 
places. They held no conversation with ticket 
peddlers, but took from their vest pockets neatly 
folded tickets, the contents of which none but 
thomselvyes knew. Men who had not been to the 
polls for years visited them today and cast their 
ballots for the republican candidates. 

This was really the strong point of the repub- 
lican side of the battle. Work had been done on 
registration day. In short, Cook county has not 
had an election in many years, ifeyer, where the 
rich and aristocratic came out in such numbers to 
vote. Through an errorin the distribution, re- 
publican ballots failed to reach some of the out- 
lying wards at the opening of the polls and many 
voters were obliged to come into the city to attend 
to their business without voting. 

To the agitation on the compulsory school 
question and the qncertain strength of the ticket 
of the citizens and Patriotic Sons of America, is 
due, toagreat extent, the scratching of the re- 
spective state tickets here. The so-called citi- 
zens’ ticket contained only the names of native 
born Americans, and was made up of two leading 
parties, with now and then a prohibitionist where 
the two principal parties happened to have both 
nominated fureign born citizens for the same par- 
ticularoffice. The citizens’ ticket. which the local 
politicians dubbed the “Knownothing ticket,” 
claimed a vote of 15,000 in Cook county, but the 
returns would indicate that they did not poll half 
of that number. The ccntest in the four city 
congressional districts was a largely personal one, 
and the tariff issue was, in alarge ineasure, lost 
sight of. 

Cannon’s election is claimed by the republican 
committee by a majority of 500. 

Of the twenty congressional districts in Illi- 
nois the indications, at 10:30 p.m., point to the 
undoubted election of ten republican congress- 
men and six democratic congressmen, with 
four districts of the state still in doubt. 

Later.--Furman, democrat, for congress, proba- 
bly elected in the eighteenth district.

His 
intluence seeins to have settled the fate ef Cole- 
man. Granscen, independent labor candidate, in 
the second district, is also drawing votes from the 
republicans. 

The latest returns indicate that Meyer, demo- 
crat, has defeated Warmoth, republican, for 
congress in the tirst district by 2,000 majority, and 
that Logan, democrat, has defeated Coleman, re- 
publican, for congressin the second district, by 
3,000, In other districts there was no organized 
Opposition to the democrats, and the following 
were re-elected to congress: Third district, 
Andrew Price; fourth, W. H. Blanchard; fifth, 
C. J. Boatner; sixth, 8. M. Robertson. Outside of 
the first and second districts only a light yote 
was polled.

JACKSON, Miss., November 4.—[{Special.] -The 
democratic state committee has received returns 
encugh at 10:20 o’clock tonight to assure the elec- 
tion of a solid democratic delegation to congress.

NEW YORK. 

New York, November 4—The poils opened 
promptly this morning in every election district, 
and the work of voting under the new ballot Jaw 
began without delay. During the night the booths 
within which the voters were obliged to retire had 
been erected in the polling places. ‘The stationary 
law required to be provided and placed in these 
official ballots and balloc boxes arranged in place 
and everything in readiness for the voters. There 
were unusually large numbers of workers about 
the polls, the People’s Municipal League alone 
supplying a small army themselves. Politicians of 
every party made unusual efforts to cet out a full 
vote and to getitinearly. The voting, in conse- 
quence of the requirements of the new 
law, proceeded more slowly than usual, but 
with greater steadiness, and at noon a greater 
proportion of registered voters than is customary 
at that hour had cast their ballots. The new bal- 
lot law did not seem to interfere, to any extent, 
with voting in the tenement house districts. The 
voters had been diligently instructed in the use 
of the posters and far more of them than of the 
original official ballots were used. 

In almost every district. however, some citizens 
lost their votes through a failure to comply. with 
the provisions of the law within the prescribed 
ten minutes. A large numberof those who thus 
lost their votes were citizens possessing education 
and intelligence, but who had failed to ac- 
quaint themselves with the details of the 
law. The overcast jock of the morn- 
ing caused many «apprehensions to the 
fusionists, but as the skies became clear their 
hopes were renewed. Indications were that the 
bulk of votes would be in early. There was no use 
in hanging back among those of easy virtue until 
along nearthe closing time when their vote in a 
tight contest would be in great demand. Every 
man seemed free under the new law. He coule 
listen with apparent attention to the solicitation 
of heelers and go and vote against them without 
their being any wiser. The snpreme coyrt justices 
took turns in sitting from 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing in order to give any complaining voter a 
chance to be heard.

Mills, democrat, is ranning ahead of the ticket in 
the ninth districtand other democratic candidates 
for congress elected by 9,000 majority. 


TENNESSEE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November,4.—The day 
passed off very quietly, so far as heard from, with 
alight vote in middie and western Tennessee, 
democratic strongholds. The Australian ballot 
law 18 working beautifully, barring the tact. that 
comparatively few negroes know how to vote 
under it. The poll-tax qualification also has a 
tendency to reduce the vote. Buchanan, 4emo- 
cratic vandidate for governor, virtually has a 
walk-over over Baxter, republican, and Kelley, 
prohibitionist. The weather was magnificent, but 
little interest is being taken. 

Reports indicate the election of Butler, inde- 
pendent republican, to congress from the first 
district over Taylor, regular republican and pres- 
ent incumbent; Houk, republican, in the second 
district, over Williams, democrat; McMillin, 
democrat, in the twentieth; Richardson, demo- 
crat, in the fifth: Washington, democrat, in the 
sixth: Cox, democrat, in the seventh; Enloe, 
democrat, in the eighth; Pierce, democrat, in the 
ninth, and Patterson, democrat, in the tenth. 

The fightin the third district for the seat now 
held by Evans, republican, is flerce, with the 
chances favoring Snodgrass, the democrat. 

The indications are that Snodgrass, democrat 
defeats Evans, republican, the present incumbent, 
for congress. 

Mempbis city complete gives Patterson, demo- 
cratic, for congress 2,168 majority over Eaton, re- 
publican. Shelby county will give Patterson 
2,700 majority. Nocomparison can be made with 
iast year’s vote, as this is the first trial of the 
Dortech law. 

Returns irom eleven wards and districts in this 
county give for governor: Buchanan, democrat, 
616; Baxter, republican, 124; Kelly, prohibitionist, 
23. 

Indications point to Buchanan carrying the 
county by two to one, over combined opposition. 
The entire democratic legislative ticket is elected 
fourtoone, Walkover forthe democratic con- 
gressmen. 

The election in the second congressional district 
passed off quietly. Williams, democrat, for con- 
gress against Houk, republican, has reduced his 
majority from 13,000 to Jess than 5,000, and the 
democrats are even claiming his election. In 
Knox county Williams hasan estimated majority 
of 600---Houk carried it two years ago by 1,300. In 
the first congressionai district of Tennessee But- 
ler, independent-republican, has defeated Alf. 
Taylor, republican incumbent, by 2,000 majority. 
It is estimated, on returns received, that the 
democrats have made gains in all republican 
counties of east Tennessee. 

The telegrams to The Chattanooga Times from 
all over the state indicate a full democratic vote. 
Buchanan, democratic candidate for governor, 
will have no less than 20,000 majority. Evans, re- 
publican, the present member of congress, is de- 
feated by Snodgrass, democrat, in this, the third 
district. Taylor, republican, in the  pres- 
ent congress, is defeated by Butler, independent. 
Houk, republican, is elected in the second dis- 
trict by a reduced majority. The Australian sys- 
tem was, for the first time, used in congressional 
elections in large cities. Inthis city the negroes 
had been schooled, and, with few exceptions, 
managed to prepare their ballots. 


VIRGINIA. 

RicumMOND, Va., November 4.—[{Special.]—The 
democrats have swept things before them in Vir- 
ginia. Returns received up to midnight leave 
little room for doubt that they have e!ected all ten 
congressinen, thus giving them a solid delegation 
in the fifty-second congress. These are the men 
who will represent the old common- 
wealth, if the evidence at hand 
can be relied on: Firat district, W. O. Jones; 
second, Dr. J. W. Lawson; third, George D. Wise; 
fourth, J. F. Espes; fifth, Posey G. Lester; sixth, 
Paul C. Edmunds; seventh, Charles T. O’Ferrall; 
eighth, W. H. F. Lee; ninth, John A. Buchanan; 
tenth, H. St. George Tucker. The six last named 
are present incumbents, and Wise, of the third 
district, has been elected six times in succession, 
but was robbed of his seat by the last congress. 
Messrs. Wise and Tucker had no opposition, and 
that of Lester, Edmunds and O’Ferrall practically 
amounted to none. 

At midnight Chairman Ellison, who has 
received messages from nearly all the democratic 
candidates and county chairmen, gives it as his 
opinion that the democrats have certainly carried 
every district except the ninth, and ail the in- 
formation that he has received indicates that John 
A. Buchanan, democrat, will also be returned. 
The ninth is the only district in which the tariff 
played any important part. 

It was mainly upon this issue that the canvas 
there was made, and it looks as though Buchanan 
has from 500 to 1,000. Epes, in the fourth, has cer- 
tainly defeated Langston, the independent negro 
candidate, by from 1,000 to 2,000, carrying many 
republican counties by majorities of a3 much as 
500. ‘There can be no doubt that Lawson is 
elected m the second by from 509 to 1,500, and 
Jones’s election by fromm 1,000 to 1,500 is conceded. 

Lee has a safe majority. The returns received 
from thirty-two counties and two cities, the first 
second, fourth, eighth and ninth, show large 
democratic jains in all, except Alexandria City 
and one county. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., November 4.—There 
was a very light vote. O’Ferrall’s vote in the city 
is 587; Underwood, prohibitionist, 78. 

Returns from the first district indicate that 
Jones, democrat, defeats Brown by upwurds of 
1,000 majori:y. If the claims of those considered 
doubtful districts are sustained, Virginia elects a 
solid democratic delegation to congress. 

Danville and North Danville gives Lester, dem- 
ocrat, 10,855; Adams, prohibitionist, 47. Four pre- 
cincts in Pittsyivania county give Lester 267 ma- 
jority. The republicans had no candidate in the 
tield. and Lester’s majority over Adams will be 
overwhelming. 

LYNCHBURG, November 4.—Paul C. Edmunds, 
deinocratic nominee in this, the sixth district, had 
a complete walk-over in this city to-day. The 
vote stands: Edmunds, 1,340; Shelburne, prohibi- 
tionist, 13. There 16 no doubt of Edmunds carry- 
ing the first by a large majority.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., November 4.—When the polls 
closed at 5 o’clock this afternoon the most unique 
and exciting political struggle in the history of 
the city came toan end. The feature of the day 
was the activity of the Catholic and. Lutheran 
clergy in marshaling their forces against 
Bennett law. At the polling booth, on the corner 
of Greenbush and Mitchell streets,on the south 
sitfle, almost in the shadow of St. Stanislas 
Catholic church, two Polish priests busied them- 
selves in seeing that each of their countrymen 
voted as early as possible, and examined his ballot, 
to make sure that they were cast against the 
“little schoolhouse.” Father Grueza hustled 
around in the crowd, carrying a little silver- 
headed cane which he swung in an animated man- 
ner. From this place he posted off to the fourth 
precinct of the twelfth ward, on Grove street. His 
church is outside the city, in the town of Lake, 
and he stated triumphantly to all his friends that 
when he left his precinct there had been only 
one or two republican votes against 100 
demociatic. Some curiosity was manifested in 
the second precinct of the sixth ward, where the 
Capuchin monks had registered. About 10 o'clock 
they appeared, twenty-three strong, headed by 
the father guardian. A crowd gathered at; the 
corner, while they drew up on the sidewalk and 
went intothe booth one by one. Each one was 
allowed to cast his ballot without molestation 
from the republican challengers, as it had been 
ascertained that they had all been naturalized. 
Quietly as they had come they went away, and 
there were twenty-three more demvcratic ballots 
in the box, 

Most of the Lutheran churches held meetings 
last night, at which democratic tickets were dis- 
tributed at the booths. The Lutherans would not 
have anything to do with peddiera. Some of 
them would take anything put in their hands and 
shove it into the:r pockets, where it was pre- 
sumably left. The character of the vote cast by 
them is consequently a mystery. Democrats, of 
course, Claimed that every Lutheran whe ap- 
peared with his ticket in bis pocket put in a 
straight democratic vote.

SNAKES IN HIS BED. 

“Talking about rattlesnakes,”’ said Jim Con- 
ley, as he perused the interesting snake de- 
partment of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
while sitting in a crowd of men occupying the 
outside chairs at McPherson’s corner across 
the way, a few nights ago, ‘I was an eye-wit- 
ness and an unwilling participant in one of the 
bloodiest encounters with a rattlesnake re- 
corded in the history of Utah territory. 

‘“‘While traveling in that country between 
Ogden and Salt Lake City with another man 
a good many years ago, we got ‘busted’ and 
had to go to work at anything we could get 


to do. 

‘‘We got a contract from a Mormon settler 
on the road tocutand haul from the mountains 
300 cords of wood. He furnished everything 
and gave us so much for the job. The camp 
at which he set us down was six miles away, 
in the foothills of the range, near where there 
were a lot of campers cutting and hauling 
railroad ties to the valley for the Union Pacitio 
railroad. 

“Things went on admirably, and we were 
doing nicely, when we took a notion one morn- 
ing to go down to the ranch and spend the day 
with our employer and his family. 

‘‘We both felt tired from our walk, and re- 
tired to bed about 9 o’clock. I had been 
asleep, I don’t know how long, when [ awoke 
feeling a coldness at my back that was not in 
keeping with the weather, for it was summer, 
and though the days were extremely hot the 
nights were cool; but not to the extent of the

the wagon sheets with which we were covered, 
and waked my partner up.

‘The Bearden Murder Investigated—Martin 
_, I. Burns Put Upon Preliminary 
Trial for the Crime.

DAHLONRKGA. Ca., November 4.—[Special.J— 
Town Marshal John Jenkins arrested Martin 
LL. Burns on last Thursday for the murder of 
Nelson Bearden, which occurred in the westera 
portion of Lumpkin county on October 23d. 

On last Saturday he was given a preliminary 
trial before Justices Allen and “Wallace, of 
Dahlonega. 

Cologel R..H. Baker ropresented the state 
and Messrs. Price and Charters appeared for 
the defendant. 

» THERE WAS PROOF ENOUGH. 

The trial did not occupy over two hours, but 
there was onough ‘proof brought out in that 
time against Burns tohang him unless the 
force of it can be broken in some way. There 
were only three witnessés introduced. 

Dr. W. H. Burt, of Dawsonville, swore that 
Bearden’s neck was broken and that produced 
his death. 

John Bearden swore to the finding of his 
father dead in the woods. 

A HORRIBLE STORY. 

The next wilness created a sensationin the 
courtroom. 

Mrs. Milley Burns, widow of George Burns, 
and stepmothor to the dofendant, was put on 
the stand. 

She swore toa horrible state of facts. The 
audience was not expecting it. It was be- 
lieved that she knew all about the killing, if 
she would tell it, but she had declared her ig- 
vorance of the matter allaiong till just before 
the trial. She swore substantiaily as follows: 

That Bearden passed her house on the 
morning of October 23d, about 9 o'clock, in 
company with Mr. Milholland, of Dawson- 
ville, a sewing machine agent. 

That about two hours later she noticed Bear- 
den and Burns standing near her house, at the 
hog pen. The walked into her house, and 
she said she knew from Burns’s face 
that he was mad. Just as they entered 
the house Bearden stepped to the water bucket 
to get adrink. His back wasturned to Burns, 

‘who held a beavy hickory stick in his hand, 
and without a word of warning he struck him 
a heavy biow in the back of the head and neck, 
and killing himinstantly. Bearden fell dead 
without ever speaking or even uttering a sound. 
THE WOMAN HELPED HIM. 

Burns then said to his stepmother: ‘‘He 
is dead and it wont do to leave him here. You 
must help me remove him, or I will kill you.”’ 
The woman being scared and knowing the 
desperate character of Burns, helped him 
carry the corpse into the garden and hid it in 
the high grass and weeds, where it remained 
till next morning. In the meantime the 
whole community was out searching for the 
missing man. Burns then told his step-mother 
thatif she ever told of the crime he would kill 
her. Burns then went to his home, a short 
distance away and Mrs. Burns went to Bear- 
den’s house, but said nothing about the affair. 
She pretended that she wanted to see Mr. 
Bearden about selling him her farm. 

THE BODY REMOVED. 

She returned to her home in the afternoon 
and took her two little boys and spent the 
night with Bearden’s family, about a mile dis- 
tant. Next morning, Friday, she went to her 
house, and in a few minutes Mart Burns came 
along, and with threats forced his stepmother 
to heip him remove Bearden’s body from the 
garden. They took it to a branch close by and 
Burns washed the face of the dead man, and 
then they carried him about 150 yards from the 
heuse and laid him in the edge of au old field. 
The searchers had already gone over this 
ground in the morning. He was found late 
Friday evening. Mrs. Burns, at the coroner’s 
inquest, swore she knew nothing of the killing, 
but said she was afraid to tell all she did 
know. She now says that herreason for not 
telling it at once was her fear of Mart Burns. 

Mrs. Burns said she heard no quarreling be- 
tween the two men. 

At this stage of the case the defendant’s 
counsel announced that they would waive 
further procedings and consent for Burns to be 
committed. 

PROBABLE CAUSES FOR THE KILLING. 

About a yearago Burns charged Bearden 
and Mrs. Burns with aduitery, and swore out 
awartrant accordingly. On the preliminary 
trial the case was not sustained. It was be- 
lieved in the community that Burns was 
jealous of Bearden, and thisis thought to be 
the origin of the ill-feeling of Burns towards 
Bearden. 

It seems, too, that Bearden had bought part 
ef the George Burns estate. This tnade Mart 
Burns envious. Itis likely that the woman 
has not told all she knows. 

The grand jury of the county will meet in 
December, when tho case will be fully in- 
vestigated.

Dr. H. V. M. Miller’s Letter to Pen- 
itentiary Physicians. 


Dr. H. V.M. Miller’s letters of instruction 


In giving directions 
for the vaccination of convicts, he states facts 
not generally known, and facts which are of 
considerable importance. For this reason the

convict camps need give no alarm. It is only 
& precautionary measure like the regulation 
that requires thatal] pupils in the Atlanta 
public schools shail ‘have been vaccinated be- 
fore their attendance begins. 

The point in this vaccination upon which 
Dr. Miller laysespecial stress is that exemp- 
tion from danger is not secured with less than 
four vaccine scars. This is not generally 
known. Asarule a person who has one good 
scar thinks he is exempt from the contagion of 
smallpox. On this point Dr. Miller is very 
emphatic, and his contidence is based upon 
statistics covering 100 yearsin England. These 
four scars are believed to give complete ex- 
emption—as much as a hundred could give; 
though the Germans vaccinate in from twelve 
to thirty places on one person before they are 
satistied. 

Here is Dr. Miller’s letter to the camp 
physicians: 

ATLA NTA, Ga., August 26, 1890.—Dr, pe 4 You 
are hereby instructed, as soon after the first day in 
September as may be convenient, to begin the work 
of vaccinating the } nitentiary convicts under 
your supervision, and to proceed with it from week 
to week until all are secured from the ravages of 
the smallpox. 

You will vaccinate only a few of them at a time, 
80 as to interfere as little as possible with the ef- 
ficiency of their labor as a body. You will 
especially vaccinate every new convict that is 
bruught to your camp, and continue the work 
until every convict in the camp is vaccinated. 

mE porienes has demonstrated that perfect ex- 
emption froin danger is not secured with less than 
four genuine vaccine scars upon the person. You 
will therefore be particular to insert the virus 
which you use in six distinct places; all in one 
arm or three in each, as you may prefer. If this is 
carefully done i; will secure at least four char- 
acteristic cicatrices. ‘The four scara are consid- 
ered as perfect a protection against smallpox as 
18 a continent case of that disease. 

The virus for this purpose will be furnished to 
you upon your requisition by Dr, John B. Daniel, 
the agent of the state for that purpose.” Your 
requisition will be addressed to Colonel John R. 
Towers, who will approve and send the same to 
the agent of the state, who will forwardthe virus 
to you. 

The matter sent by mail to you will be what is 
known as fresh bovine virus, upon quill or ivory 
points. A few of these points, perhaps a dozen, 
will be enough for you to begin with, and more 
can be ordered trom time to time, asimay be re- 
quired, 

Lymph (not containing pus or blood) froma 
vesicle on the arm of a perfectly healthy patient 
may be used in the vaccination of others with per- 
fect security and efficacy. 

The terrible effects of smallpox, introduced in 
any of the convict camps, would be so appalling 
that the utmost importance is attached to a com- 
pliance with this order, and your utmost care and 
atiention are invited toit. Respectfully,

It will be observed that Dr. Miller makes 
another point in addition tothe number of 
scars. Itis that, in vaccinating from.one per- 
son to another, the lymph shall be taken 
from a vesicle on the arm of a perfectly 
healthy patient. This is done when it has 
the appearace of a watery blister and before 
the stage of pus. Vaccine matter so taken is 
preferred to the bovine virus in England, 
though the latteris preferred in this country, 
because of the fear that blood poison or disease 
will be transmitted. The method of vaccina- 
ting from the lymph was well illustrated 
in Johnston’s army during the war. 

Dr. Miller, then medical chief of that de- 
partment, received instructions to vaccinate a 
body of troops numbering about 10,000 men, 


had been a fellow student with Dr. Miller ag 


adapted to the circumstances of military life.: 
First good bovine virus was procyred and 
about a dozen healthy young soldiers were 
vaccinated. When the virus had taken effect, 
each of them was sent to a separate camp, 
and from the lymph on his arm a dozen sol- 
diers then were vaccinated. The nextcrop gave 
enough virus to vaccinate a regiment; and so 
the work went on through 10,000 men. It was 
so carefully and thoroughly done that there 
was not a sore arm—that is, not a dangerously 
sore one in the whole army. 

The speciai necessity for vaccination in the 
conviet camps is apparent when you stop to 
think what would be the situation there in the 
event of an epidemic. It would be: almost 
impossible to get guards for the prisoners; it 
would be alinost impossible to isolate those 
taken quick enough to prevent the spread of 
the contagion through the entire camp. Then 
think what would be the result if a number of 
convicts should escape and scatter through the 
country after the contagion had fastened itself 
upon them,and while the disease was in a state 
of incubation in their systems. Until it 
broke out they would be like invisible fire- 
brands, spreading disease and death wherever 
they went. But at present there is no small- 
pox anywhere in this or adjoining states— 
none thatthe doctors know of néarer than 
Texas, and it hardly ever gets farther away 
than that. The present precautions, 
as said above, were not suggested by any 
knowledge of present danger, but by the 
peculiar dangers that surround a convict 
camp, not only for the convicts, but for the 
surrounding country, to which contagion, once 
in the camps, would be likely to spread. 

Dr. Miller’s letter conveys another impor- 
tant piece of inforination well worth remem- 
bering, and that is the place where virus may 
be obtained—the state agent, Dr. John B. 
Daniel, on Wall street, in Atlanta, whose 
duty it is to keep fresh and good virus,

A Man of Nerve. 

Among the remarkable murderers of our 
time Reginald Birchall, now under sentence 
of death at Woodstock, Ont., takes the lead 
as a shrewd schemer and a man of nerve. 

When he decoyed Benwell into the swamp 
and killed him for his money he managed 
the job so well that his conviction had to 
rest upon circumstantial evidence alone. 

After he had been sentenced Birchall lost 
none of his cheerfulnessand confidence. His 
busy brain revolved plots and plans for his 
deliverance, and the publication of the mys- 
terious letter from Michigan containing 
what purports to be a confession of the mur- 
der from a confederate who fired the fatal 
shot, has puzzled the public not a little. The 
letter, however,is now generally believed to be 
the work of the prisoner himself, and it suits 
his past record for forgery and deception. 

People find themselves regarding this man 
with wonder and consternation. He is a 
young fellow, well educated and apparently 
of a light-hearted, genial disposition. With 
the gallows overshadowing him, and the 
knowledge that a broken-hearted wife will be 
left behind him, he keeps in good spirits, and 
is the life of the jail where he is confined. 
He wastes no time in mourning over his 
fate. Every day he spends several hours on 
his biography, and seems to take as much 
delight in its composition as a popular nov- 
elis would feel in his work. When the 
sketch is published Mrs. Birchall will receive 
$1,200 for it, and the murderer doubtless 
feels that he deserves great credit for making 
such an arrangement for the woman whose 
life he has blighted. The money wili prob- 
ably be all that he has honestly earned and 
devoted to a good object since his marriage. 

Perhaps such men as Birchall are morally 
insane. ‘They eat, drink and sleep as if they 
had nothing on their minds. ‘They give no 
sign of remorse, and meet their punishment 
with firm nerves, dressing for the scaffold as 
they would for a holiday occasion. Criminals 
of this class are no ordinary men. They are 
either moral monsters or their self-control is 
abnormally developed. Asa study of one of 
the darkest aud most terrible phases of 
human nature the Woodstock murderer can 
hardly be surpassed. i 


The World’s Consumption of Cotton. 

The most interesting portions of Mr. Elli- 
son’s Annual Review of the Cotton Trade, 
which was issued at Liperpool last week, have 
been cabled to The New York Financial 
Chronicle, and that paper makes an inter- 
esting summary of them: 

Vhe average weight of the deliveries in 
Great Britain during the season just ended 
was 465 pounds per bale, or six pounds 
heavier than in the preceding year, when the 
average reached 459 pounds, and twenty- 
nine pounds greater than in 1887-88. The 
continental deliveries this year averaged 142 
pounds, which is three pounds more than in 
1888-89, and ten pounds in excess of 1887- 
8&8. “Moreover, the total indicates that 
European spinners have taken this ye2 
165,469,000 pounds more than last season, 
Great Britain’s increase being 96,166,000 
pounds. On the continent the gain has 
beeen 69,303,000 pounds, which follows an 
addition in the previous year of 114,802,000 
pounds. 

As Great Britain recorded a falling off 
last year of 27,428,000 pounds from the 
takings of 1887-88, her actual addition in 
the two years has been only 68,738,000 
pounds, whereas the continent forthe same 
period shows an excess Of 184,105,000 
pounds—a truly remarkable growth, 

The average weights of the leading growths 
for the season of 1889-90 were: American, 
466 pounds; Egyptian, 682 pounds, and East 
Indian, 396 pounds; and these compare with 


and East Indian 398 pounds in 1888-89, 

The returns from India, as found fn the 
annual report of the Bombay Mill-owners’ 
Association, reflect the very rapid strides 
cotton manufacturing is making in the far 
east. On June 50, 1890, there were work-

by 119,808 bales, having risen to 1,008,462 
bales of 392 pounds each. - 

- There has beena decided growth in the 
world’s consumption of cotton during the 
past twelve years. A comparison between 
1878-79 and 1889-90 shows a gain in the ag- 
gregate of nearly 60 per cent. During this 
same period the gains in the various coun- 
es have been: in Great Britain, 40 per 
cent; continent, 634 per cent; United States, 
63 1-10 per cent, and India, 277 per cent. 
Mr. Ellison estimates that the world will re- 
quire ia 1890-91 from all sources 9,964,000 
bales of the average weight of 455 pounds, 
making 11,336,000 bales of 400 pounds each. 
And on this basis an American crop of 
7,484,000 bales of ordinary weight will be 
needed, 

Mr. Ellison allows for additional takings 
by the mills in Great Britain 74,000 bales, 
on the continent 130,000 and in the United 
States 67,000 bales, all of the average weight 
of 400 pounds. 

There has been an increase in the spinning 
power of the world of 1,710,000 spindles, all

Senor Blanco has been living in Europe for a num- 
ber of years—in tact, ever since it was developed 
by his defeat for re-election to the presidency that 
his power in Venezuela was at anend. An open 
rupture between him and the present Venezuelan 
government has never before occurred, but it was 
tacitly understood that he could not with safety 
return to the seene of his fornier trinmphs. Now, 
according to Senor Don Carlos Perez, who arrived 
at New Yorkfrom Venezuela late on Tuesday 
night, this secret misunderstanding has been 
mae public throughan open letter pnblished by 
President Palacios. This letter is addressed to 
“Guzman Blanco, former president of the 
republic,” and is «a severe arraignment of 
Bianco’s course while chief executive of the 
country. It states, among other things, that 
Blanco is alone respousible for the humiliating 
position in which Venezuela now finds herself in 
relation to the territorial dispute with England, 
and condemns without stint of words the rights 
granted by Blanco to the government of Great 
Britain. Says Senor Perez: “Venezuela will not 
and cannot let England usurp her territory, and I 
fear that violent mcasures may follow if the at- 
tempt be made.”

The 1890 Club held a meeting last mght and 
deciared the action of the city executive com- 
mittee in selecting ten delegates to be unau- 
thorized, and resolved further that the plan 
adopted by said committee for the selection of 
@ municipal ticket to be unfair and impracti- 
cable. 

There will be a full meeting of the club 
Friday night in their rooms at 655 East Ala- 
bama street at 7:30 o'clock to 
discuss the best plan for the selection 
of a municipal ticket that will represent the 
interests of all the people in the city. The 
following plan was proposed and will doubtless 
be unanimously recommended by the club. 
The club will insist on a primary as the only 
fair method, believing that mass meetings are 
only packed farces. 

It is ordered that a primary election be held 
Friday, November 21st, for the purpose of 
selecting candidates for the offices of mayor, 
two aldermen and six councilmen, election to 
~——— in December next, under the following 
rules: 

1. Polls shall be opened in all of the slx 
wards of the city of Atlanta from 
o’clock a. m, to6 o’clock p.m. Such polling 
places shall be managed and conducted by 
three managers to be appointed by a subcoms 
mittee of five from this body. Said manazer- 
shall consolidate the vote and each shall re- 
eo the same to his committee at the city hall 

y 12 o’clock on the next day after the election. 

2. In said election only persons who shall 
have registered with the tax collector of the 
city of Atlanta by the 18th day of November, 
1890, sha]l be entitled to vote. Each person 
shall vote in the ward in which he shall have 
registered. A list of the said registered 
voters shall be furnished the managers by 
the subcommittee above referred to, and no 
a shall vote unless his name appears on said 

ist. 

3. In the interest of a fair and honest elec- 
tion, the use of carriages for hauling voters to 
the polls and the employment of workers to 
solicit votes are strictly prohibited. The can- 
didate who, either directly or indirectly, in 
person or through others, shall violate this 
rule, shall be declared not nominated, whether 
he receives a majority of the votes cast or not.

| pers of value in the adjustment of his finanan- 


cial affairs. This satchel has not been fonnd, 
neither can the papers that he was known to 


| have hadin his possession be found at his 


home. Those papers were to have been 
used in our consultation with him on his 
arrival here. 

“We have found out that he procured cer- 
tain drugs asa remedy for insomnia, some 
time before his death, and so ignorant was 
he of their dangerous properties that he asked 
his wifeand others about their properties, 
and how much he might take without en- 
dangering his life. 

‘We feel positively certain that his death 
was caused by an overdose of these 
drugs, taken without a correct knowledge of 
their propertics, and that it was simply an 
accident such as frequently occurs. All the evi- 
dence in the case goes to show that it was any- 
thing else but a deliberate suicide.”’

APPOINTMENT OF STATE SCHOOL 

COM MISSIONE R, 


Epitor CONSTITUTION: J] think that Governor 
Gordon acted wisely in appointing Judge Hook 
state school commissioner. Those who object to 
Judge Hook as school commissioner, object to 
himon the ground that he has never been a 
teacher. 

My opinionis thatthe qualifications of Judge 
Hook fur state school commissioner are better 
and greater from having spent 
his life as a lawyer and = jurist 
than if he had spent it as a teacher. I wish to give 
yoy reasons for this opinion. Now, I wish it 
understood that 1 have no contest with teachers. 
Iwill have none. I wasa teacher eight years 
myself, and my partialities are all in their favor. 
They are a noble set of men—engaged in a noble 
work, and, as a class, are devoted to their work, 
and deserve the good opinion and gratitude of all 
men. But there are certain effects on the minds 
that follow teaching that no man can avoid. 

Let us notice some of these effects. ‘The first 
year ortwoof aman’s teaching isan improve- 
menttohim. His education will become more 
thorough and his mind may more or less 
improve. But he soon becomes so famiiiar with 
the whole course of instruction, with every branch 
of study he instructs in, that his mind might be 
baid to be in a condition of almost absolute rest. 
Thetfe is no effort required to master the subjects 
before him, and the worry aud trouble he passes 
through, and the thinking le does, if we may 60 
call it, in hearing recitationsand conducting his 
school, is barren of mental improvement. Like 
the horse in the bark mull, he has the saine 
round all the time. What he sees today 
he will see tomorrow, what he sees this 
year he will see next year. Men are constituted 
mentally and physically alike. It is by effort and 
exercise that we gain strength. If the arm is not 
used, it will wither and become weak. So will 
the mind. The human intellect never attains its 
hi hest strencth-—never reaches its maximum de- 
velopment—without it is kept up to constant, 
heaithful and vigorous effort. We are often dis 
appointed in our expectations of first-honor grad- 
uates. This 18 what becomes of many a one of 
them: Having a superior education, .nd per- 
haps a superior mind, he is qualified to teach, 
and to teach well, and he is induced to 
eter that profession, and like the squab 
or young pigeon, he is as big at the beginning as 
he ever is afterwards. He will pass his life very 
much respecied, and be considered, all the time, a 
nan of fair abilities. While another member of 
lis class, with an education not sufticient to qual- 
ify him to teach, of necessity perhaps, goes into 
some other business or profession where his mind 
is drawn out into active thought, and is con- 
stantly and vigorously employed, and he soon 
leaves his college associate, with his first honor, 
and his superior mind and superior education, far 
behind, and, perhaps, eventually becomes a man 
of great ability and distinction. 

Trere is another thing which has a very injuri- 
ous effect on the teacher, and which tends, event- 
uaily, to render him untit tor other vocations. ‘The 
teacher necessarily has to have his own way. The 
schooiroom is his empire. Heis “monarch of all 
he surveys.” His word is law, and there is no one 
to gainsay it. “There is none his right to dispute.”’ 
His character there is* molded anc solidified, and 
becomes unyiciding and impatient of opposition. 
This is the natural tendency. but 
the lawyer’s opinions are cuombatted = every 
day of his life—strongly and ably combatted. 
And whatever of dross isin him or his opinions 
is hammered out. I veuture the assertion that no 
man can te ch until he is fifty years of age, not 
stupping at any time to gu into other business, or 
carry on other business, in connection with his 
teaching, who will be capable of filing the office 
of state school commissioner, or any other oftice, 
in every respect, as it should be filled. To get the 
practical sense necessary to qualify him for such 
duties, he must come more in contact with the 
world. He must get outand go into polities, or 
Jaw, or medicine, or legislation, or journalism. 
Then hs mind will expand and enlarve and 
strengthen, and he will have correct views of 
things. 

But those engaged in teaching frequently have 
the leisure and inclination to extend their educa- 
tion. And they continue to learn and read and 
study until their minds may be stored with almost 
all knowledge. Still the truth remains that 
those who spend their lives too much 
in the schooiroom or in the study, no 
matter what their vocation or profession, 
are deficient in practical sense. Men may go on 


learning until they are versed in all the sciences: | 
may learn a dozen languages besides their ownw— | 
may become familiar with all classic authors, | 


both ancient and modern—-may be abie to measure 
the planets and trace their circuits, and calculate 
the distances and the size of the stars ~yet, as 
regards all practical,common sense business of 
life, they are mere babies. They get learning 
without wisdum. The vpimions of many learned 
proiessors and distinguished divines are 
often more like the haliucinations 
of men afflicted by aberration of mind, than the 
spinions of beings endowed with reasoning facul- 
ses. There is Qo accounting tor such men! A 
learned and distinguished divine at one time, by 
@ short speech, changed the result of a presi- 
dential elution. He thought his litt.e speech 
was the very thing to carry his favorite candidate 
oo the presidency. Yet, it defeated his candi- 
It was my fortune to receive my education at an 
institution presided over by a gentleman who had 
been an able lawyer and an eminent jurist, and 
ee ne ee en Jeane of the superior 
urt. aS also a yenticmin of - 
ey _— literary attainments, st aan: 
© age of fifty he was made the presi 
the college. He did not get to the “Lah ato . 
day too soon. it had been governed and inanaged

This official statement, substantiating the 
report, has had a depressing effect upon local 
stockmen, and fears are entertained by them 
that a rigid quarantine against Texas horses 
will now be declared by the states, thus ruin- 
ing this market, which’ is the largest horse 
market in the world. 


Discontent Among London Dock Laborers. 


Lonpon, November 4.—A scheme, sub- 
mitted to the directors of the dock companies, 
provides for the establishment of the piece- 
work system,to take the place of the agreement 
under which the men have been working for a 
year past and which expired yesterday. The 
men generally do not favor the new scheme 
and much discontent exists among them. 
Although most of the men worked yesterday, 
pending a decision on the directors’ proposi- 
tion, it is feared the strike will be inaugurated 
wh moment. Early this morning Messrs. 
Fillett and Mann, labor leaders, visited the 
various dock gates and exhorted the men not 
to quit work. Their advice was followed in 
most cases and the men resumed work, though 
in numerous instances a sullen disposition was 
shown by the laborers. Eight hundred men 
employed on the Royal, Victoria and Albert 
docks refused to acquiesce in the decision of 
the leaders and went on strike.

Miss 
Theresa Blennerhassett, a member of the tris- 
torical family of that name. The petitioner is 
the daughter of Richard 58. Blennerhassett, 
the youngest son of the Blennerhassett of 
Burr conspiracy fame, She states in 
her petition that October 10, 1871, at

Petitioner says 
her mother and all the other members 
of her family are dead, save a twin 
brother, and her family patronymic is a his- 
toric name of which she 1s justly proud. More- 
over, she has acquired property since her hus- 
band’s death, the title of which is invested in 
her maiden name of Theresa Blennerhassett. 
She prays the court to fix and establish her 
legal name as Theresa Blennerhassett Adams. 

The story back of this petition is romantic. 
Theresa Blennerhassett, in spite of the bitter 
opposition of her relatives, fell in love with 
‘Rioess, @he was a traveler fora St. Lonis 
business house. She went on an ostensible 
visit to relatives at Odin, and there met and 
married her lover, and together they went on 
a flying trip to the east. She returned to her 
home on account of the sudden illness of her 
mother, and arranged with ber husband to 
follow her in three weeks. He did so, but was 
thrown from the train by an accident 
and killed. The world was in _ ignor- 
ance of the clandestine marriage, and was 
unfortunately kept so, even after the birth 
of the child. The advent of the little one was 
kept a secret, and Theresa Blennerhassett in 
due time announced that she had adopted a 
little girl. Herchild has grown up in igno- 
rance of her true relation to her foster mother, 
and is now 2 beautiful girl of eighteen.

The bed rock of the country 
seems to be coarse, imperfect granite that con- 
tains a very large percentage of silica, and 
disintegrates on exposure to atmosphere, forining 
aheavy hominy soil which does not wash into 
gullies and contains very little of the yellow clay 
that stains the water of most of the other creeks 
in this vicinity.

amount of water thatcan be obtained frum the 
watershed, we proceed as follows: According to 
the statistics of Commissioner Henderson, the 
annual rainfall for this rerion is forty-nine inches, 
the same being a ten vears’ averace. This overan 
area of 4,150 acres (the area of the watershed) 
rives a tota! of 5,520,000,000 gallons. Owing to the 
act that not over one-half of the watershed is 
cleared and in cultivation, and that the hills are 
recipitous and the distance for the waterto run 
sshort, wecaneafely say that at least 60 per 
cent of this water will find its way into the stream, 
40 per cent being a very large allowance for 
direct evaporation and percolation. This gives 
an available water supp'y of 3,312,009,000 gallons 
perannum, which would amount to a city supply 
of 8,000,000 gallous per day, and allow a surp!us of 
392,000,00 gallons for leakage and evaporation 
from the reservoir during tlic year.

“The reservoir as located by our surveys re- 
quires a dam across Long Island creek, near its 
mouth, 50 feet high and 458 feet long at the crest.
